Eagleton said he discussed the 
investigation with grand jurors 
yesterday. He did not name the 
dance studio involved, nor the 
woman. In a statement con- 
cerning the investigation, he 
said: 

“Some weeks ago the follow- 
ing complaint was brought to 
the attention of the Circuit At- 
torney’s office. An elderly wom- 
an was approached by a certain 
dance studio to take some danc- 
ing lessons. 

“At first she signed up for a 
program of instruction amount- 
ing to several hundred dollars. 
No sooner was the ink dry on 
this agreement than she was 
prevailed upon to sign up for 
several thousand dollars worth 
of lessons.

“After a few brief instructions, 
she was prevailed*upon to re-_ 
scind this agreement and to sign 
one for an even greater number 
of thousands of dollars.

In 
some cases, the retail price has 
been advanced one cent to 25 
cents. In others. the original 
price of 25 cents was retained 
for the larger loaf.

For the Schools: 2 Cigarettes a Day 


Is it an insupportable tax that the voters 
of St. Louis are asked to approve next Tues- 
day to keep the public schools open? Let us 
just take a look. 

The present $1.51 levy was approved over- 
whelmingly two years ago. What the School 
Board is asking now, therefore, is an addi- 
tional 26 cents for two years. 

Assuming that residential assessments run 
close to 35 per cent of market value, the tax 
increase for a home worth $10,000 would be 
$9.10 a year, or 75 cents a month. 


This is the price of three packages of ciga- 
rettes a month, or two cigarettes a day. It is 
the price of four or five bottles of beer a 
month—scarcely a bottle a week. Aren’t the 
schools worth that much? 


On a home worth $15,000, the increase 
would amount to $13.65 a year or $1.13 a 
month. On a $20,000 home, adequate sup- 
port of public education would cost an extra 
$18.20 a year or $1.51 a month. 


Insupportable taxes? Who says so? 


We hope these figures will be studied by all 
voters but especially by South St. Louisans. 
Although the school levy won handily two 
years ago in the city as a whole, it had hard 
sledding in six South Side wards that are 
predominantly neighborhoods of individually- 
owned homes. They are the Eighth, Ninth, 
Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth and Thirteenth 
wards, and collectively they turned in about 
a third of the votes cast against the levy. The 
proposal actually lost by narrow margins in 
the Tenth and Twelfth wards, the only two 
in the city to say No. 

Good schools protect and enhance property 
values. If the tax were to fail, the rate would 
fall to the 89-cent ceiling that the Board can 
levy without a vote of the people. School in- 


come would fall by more than half, for in ad- 
dition to the loss of tax income involved the 
system would forfeit upwards of $7,000,000 
in state aid. A school district that levies less 
than $1 cannot participate in the state’s 
school program. 

The 89-cent rate obviously would be insuffi- 
cient to operate the schools. Superintendent 
of Instruction Hickey says they could run for 
only one semester. Who would want to buv 
property in a community that kept its school 
doors open only half a year? Who would want 
to rent in such a community? What would 
that do to property values on the South Side 
and elsewhere? 

One other factor ought to be considered. 
The City Administration and the Board of Al- 
dermen are committed to some form of tax 
reduction this year. The aldermanic Ways and 
Means committee already has recommended a 
cut of 6 to 10 cents in the city’s property tax. 
As a practical matter this would represent a 
substantial offset against the necessary in- 
crease in school taxes. 

The certainty of a second election in about 
a month if the proposed $1.77 levy is defeated 
Tuesday suggests that St. Louisans would be 
wise to approve the rate the first time and 
save $90,000 that a second election would cost. 

There is no likelihood that the School Board 
would ask for anything less than $1.77 if a 
second election became necessary. Members 
Oscar A. Ehrhardt and Daniel L. Schlafly are 
reasonable men who speak for a majority of 
the Board. They have said that the proposed 
tax represents the essential needs of the sys- 
tem, that it cannot be reduced and will not. 

The facts of school needs must be faced. 
Let us face them now. Let us vote FOR the 
$1.77 operating levy, and FOR both bond 
issues. 


A Poor Debut 


Frederick W. Ford’s debut as chairman of 
the Federal Communications Commission was 
thoroughly disappointing. 

In: view of the conflict of interest case of 
his predecessor, John C. Doerfer, Mr. Ford 
might have been expected to urge much 
stronger ethical regulation of the regulatory 
agencies. Instead, he spent the first day be- 
fore the House Interstate Commerce commit- 
tee reading FCC policy statements adopted 
before Mr. Doerfer resigned. One statement 
opposed the Harris bill to ban off-the-record 
contacts between the agencies and industries 
they regulate. The next day, Mr. Ford amended 
his position to support a ban on such contacts 
but only in contested regulatory cases. Many 
FCC cases are not contested. 

Since Mr. Doerfer and the FCC under him 
proved reluctant regulators during the quiz 
and payola scandals, Mr. Ford might reason- 
ably have stressed new efforts at regulation 
by the FCC. Instead, he appeared to defend 
the agency’s lack of vigor. 

Mr. Ford said the FCC needed no new 
power, though Attorney General Rogers and 
congressional investigators agreed the FCC 
needed, at least, authority to suspend as well 
as revoke TV and radio station licenses. Hav- 
ing described present authority as “ample,” 
Mr. Ford indicated no intent to use it amply. 
Far short of censorship, the FCC can use 
hearings and reports to publicize abuses and 
influence their correction. Yet Mr. Ford 
stressed that the FCC should not try to “med- 
dle with taste.” 

That argument has often been used by 
broadcasters opposing FCC regulatory activi- 
ty. It is not the argument the public expects 
to hear from the head of a commission pledged 
to regulation in the public interest. Mr. Ford 
is off to a false start. 


On Her Own 


Mrs. Maurine Neuberger has made the best 
possible start in her campaign for the Oregon 
Senate seat held by her late husband. Having 
filed for the nomination to a regular term 
beginning next January, she would have 
gained great political advantage had Gov. 
Hatfield appointed her to fill out the rest 
of her husband’s term in the meantime. Gov. 
Hatfield, a Republican, declined to do this. 
But where many of Mrs. Neuberger’s support- 
ers denounced the Governor, Mrs. Neuberger 
did not. Instead, she commended his choice 
of a 76-year-old Supreme Court justice, and 
expressed her full understanding of Gov. Hat- 
field’s party obligation to withhold any cam- 
paign advantage from her. We venture the 
guess that Mrs. Neuberger’s attitude won’t 
cost her any votes, either. 


Handsome and Practical, Too 


It was encouraging that two well conceived 
proposals were submitted for the develop- 
ment of the five-block area opposite the 
northern half of the riverfront national park. 
The Kitchen and the Nooney plans are quite 
different, but neither represented a sleazy 
approach to what could be one of the world’s 
most handsome cityscapes. This sets a high 
standard for other aspects of the city’s 
redevelopment. 

Aside from esthetics, the difference be- 
tween them is that the Kitchen plan is essen- 
tially residential while the Nooney plan is 
commercial; and this justifies the City Plan 
Commission’s approval of the former. The 
over-all redevelopment of downtown St. Louis 
depends largely on bringing more people and 
more activities into the area. The three 28- 
story Mansion House buildings with their 
1008 luxury apartments will do that,’and so 
they will stimulate new commercial building 
in the vicinity. 

The Nooney plan with all its commercial 
space, on the contrary, would tend to inhibit 
the building of other business structures. It 
would compete with space already available 
while the Kitchen plan complements and en- 
hances existing facilities. In the same way, 
the motel in the Nooney plan would compete 
with the motel which is essential to the sta- 
dium project facing the other half of the 
park. And here again the Kitchen proposal 
is complementary. 

The decision of the Plan Commission, of 
course, is not final. It must have the ap- 
proval of the Mayor, the Aldermen, the Land 
Clearance Agency and the City Art Com- 
mission. Mayor Tucker has promised to 
make a prompt decision, and it seems reason- 
able that he—and the Aldermen as well— 
will be impressed by the same considerations 
which the Plan Commission found decisive. 
No doubt, they also will agree with the com- 
mission on the stipulation that the work 
should be completed within 10 years. Lewis 


Kitchen feels that this can be met. So it 
would be well to encourage him in his 
enthusiasm for this handsome project by 
making it possible for him to get the work 
started as soon as possible. With 1964 as 
the target date for the arch and the stadium, 
it would be splendid to have his work well 
under way by then. 


Gov. Faubus’s Future 

The announcement of Gov. Orval E. Faubus 
of Arkansas that he will seek an unprece- 
dented fourth term as the state’s chief execu- 
tive means that, if he wins the July 26 Demo- 
cratic primary, he will be in a favorable posi- 
tion to bid in 1962 for the Senate seat now 
held by Senator Fulbright. Gov. Faubus has 
not proclaimed this objective but it would be 
a logical next step after eight years in the 
governor’s chair, especially if Mr. Fulbright 
should look vulnerable at that time. 

It would do Arkansas no credit to make 
this Senatorial exchange two years hence. 
Despite his reactionary attitude toward civil 
rights, Mr. Fulbright is a better-than-average 
Senator who can continue to perform a 
valuable service for the country as chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations committee. 
We cannot see Gov. Faubus doing anything of 
value. There is some comfort, however, in the 
thought that if he should be sent to Washing- 
ton it would take him some time to acquire 
seniority and when he did it might then be too 
late to interfere seriously with civil rights 
progress. 

The Governor’s position in Arkansas appar- 
ently is quite strong, but there is no indica- 
tion he has any national following, or even 
regional appeal. While some southerners ac- 
claimed him for leading the battle against 
integration in Little Rock, others have not for- 
gotten that he failed. He is not particularly 
popular with other southern governors; last 
fall they passed him over as chairman of the 
Southern Governors Conference. 

Gov. Faubus says he is not interested in the 
presidency, though there is some scattered 
support for his candidacy in California and 
Louisiana. Such a candidacy would be a 
joke. If the Governor has a political home, 
it is in Arkansas, and we hope our neighbors 
to the south decide to keep him there. 


Seating Arrangements 

A resume of Geneva conferences indicates 
that diplomats have more difficulty with fur- 
niture arrangements than a housewife has 
in an efficiency apartment: . 

In 1958, the Communist and Western pow- 
ers arranged themselves on opposite sides of 
a rectangular table for the conference on 
surprise attacks. 

In 1959, the Russians sought and obtained a 
round table, but the West insisted on placing 
the East Germans somewhat behind the table 
so they would not seem part of the confer- 
ence. 

In 1960, the ten powers at the disarmament 
talks have finally agreed to return to a rec- 
tangular table, but to arrange themselves al- 
phabetically instead of on opposite sides. The 
Russians urged this apparently to display 
their satellites as equal and independent

Reconsidering the Death Penalty 

In launching the first comprehensive inter- 
national study of the effects of the death pen- 
alty on crime, the United Nations is making @ 
noteworthy contribution to the administration 
of justice. Emotionalism has too often ruled 
on this important question, and even in the 
present instance 22 nations did not support 
the U.N.’s study. 

We hope the study will settle the question 
of whether there is any convincing evidence 
that the death penalty deters crime. Some 30 
nations have abolished the penalty, seven 
since the Second World War, and Belgium 
and Holland have done without it for nearly 
a century. Eight states of the Union have no 
death penalty—three of them have not had 


for 100 years—and every one of them has a . 


lower capital crime rate than any state where 
the death penalty is in effect. | 
Canada’s Parliament is debating the capital- 
punishment issue. England’s Parliament in 
1957 reduced the number of cases carrying 
the death penalty, as a result of the work of 
a royal commission. In our own Congress 
Representative Multer of New York has intro- 
duced a resolution to substitute life imprison- 
ment for the death penalty in all laws of the 
United States except the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice. It is a remarkable ferment 
of reconsideration, and to its proper settling 
the United Nations study can bring the indis- 
pensable leaven of all the relevant facts.

The amount voted yesterday ’ 
by a Senate appropriations sub-1 


committee is identical with that 
approved previously by the 
House for continuing construc- 
tion of the project. It is also the 
amount requested by President 
Eisenhower in his budget for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. It 
is expected to be approved by 
the full Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 

The Symington spokesman said 
he felt there was “some hope” 
that the Senate would approve 
an increase. Senator Carl Hay- 
den (Dem), Arizona, chairman of 
the Appropriations Committee, 
has appeared sympathetic to- 
ward the city’s desire to keep 
the project on schedule. 

One of the factors that played 
a part in the subcommittee’s de- 
cision, it was learned, was the 
fact that the St. Louis project 
comprises a relatively large por- 
tion of the $16,600,000 requested 
for all National Park Service 
construction for the coming fis- 
cal year. 

The Interior Department has 
not yet indicated whether it will 
support efforts to. obtain addi- 
tional funds for the St. Louis 
project. 

St. Louis officials previously 
had sought $8,190,000 to finance 
work on the riverfront project 
until June 30, 1961. This. was 
scaled down to $4,603,125 after 
Hayden suggested that the city 
seek only enough funds to keep 
construction going. Under the re- 
vision, competition of some fea- 
tures of the project would be put 
off until after 1964. 


75 UNPUBLISHED 
JEROME KERN 


| SONGS DISCLOSED 


NEW YORK, March 18 (AP) — 
A Broadway producer disclosed 
yesterday that the late songwriter 
Jerome Kern left 75 unpublished 
songs. They have been locked in 
the safe of Kern’s publisher, 
Chappell & Co., since Kern’s 
death in 1945. 

During his lifetime Kern, re- 
garded as the father of the mod- 
ern musical, wrote more than 
1000 songs, including those for 
the famous production ‘Show 
Boat.”’ 

Producer Chery! Crawford dis- 
closed the existence of the un- 
published pieces with the dis- 
closure that she was seeking per- 
mission to use some for a spe- 
cia] musical play. 

The tunes include ballads, 
waltzes, tangos, beguines and 
other pieces. Negotiations for the 
music rights have been conducted 
with Kern’s daughter, Mrs. Jack 
Cummings, wife of the Hollywood 
film producer. Mrs. Kern died 
last November. Singer George 
Byron, who had married Kern's 
widow, Eva, in 1951, said he dis- 
covered the music more than 13 
years ago.

FOR SPECIAL SCHOOL TAX 


Residents of University City 
School District have been asked 
to vote for a 5'4-cent tax in- 
crease for St. Louis County 
Special School District for Handi- 
capped Children, it was an- 
nounced today. The increase, if’ 
approved, would bring the tax 
rate to 15% cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation. 

In urging voters to approve 
the increase, the University City 
Board of Education said more 
than 500 children “within our 
own schools are receiving the 
benefits of the special district 
speech correction program.”’ 

The tax increase proposal will 
be on the ballot at the April 5 
election. A two-thirds majority 
is required for passage.

House More 
Than Just 


Place to Live 


By EDWARD COWAN. 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPI)—A 
house is not only a place to live 
or raise a family. 

It is also an investment for the 
owner. Many people who buy a 
house with a mortgage have lit- 
tle in the way of savings except 
for the equity they build up in 
the house. In time of emergency, 
the value of the house may de- 
termine how much money the 
family can raise. 

Even for the home buyer with 
other savings, the value of the 
house—present and future—may 
be as important as its style, lo- 
cation and size. 

How can the home buyer as- 
sess the value of a house he is 
considering buying and whether 
it is likely to go up or down in 
price? 

In general, it should be as- 
sumed that a house loses value 
as it ages. Like anything made 
by man, a house someday will 
wear out if not maintained and 
repaired. The older the basic 
structure gets the more it costs 
to keep it in shape. The older an 
untended house is the sooner it 
will decay so far as to be un- 
inhabitable. 

Working against this “law of 
age” are other things. In a 
period of inflation, the nominal 
dollar value of land or a house 
can be expected to increase. (Its 
real value will decline if its 
price fails to go up as much as 
the dollar has shrunk.) 

A house may go up in value 
because of a general improve- 
ment in the neighborhood. Sim- 
jlarly, it may fall sharply in 
worth as the neighborhood de- 
teriorates. 

Some of. the neighborhood 
factors affecting property values 
are spelled out by Sterling H. 
Albert in an article in the Ap- 
praisal Journal. A Milwaukee 
mortgage lender, Albert is a for- 
mer underwriting supervisor for 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion. a 

Prospects for stable or rising 
values are strongest for neigh- 
borhoods with stable populations 
or in the path of urban growth, 
Albert says. But “neighborhoods 
in the paths of city growth may 
be unstable if the absorption of 
new land is characterized by 
imprudent land speculation, over- 
extensions in real estate pur- 
chases and overdevelopment.” 

Likeness of property and 
houses supports stability of 
values, as a rule, Albert said. 
‘‘Areas which contain structures 
of about the same age, price 
range and offering approximately 
similar accommodations usually 
have more attractiveness to the 
market than those having a vari- 
ety of types and age groups.” 

Sound and strictly enforced 
zoning regulations protect the 
residential character of a neigh- 
borhood, the article points out. 

Geographical position of a 
neighborhood is also something 
to consider when looking at a 
new house. Chances of deteriora- 
tion are relatively smaW for 
heavily built up areas away 
from main traffic arteries. There 
is greater uncertainty about the 
future of a partially developed 
area, especially if it is not pro- 
tected by zoning rules or Cov- 
enants. 

The article says that “where 
heavy traffic streets pass direct- 
ly through or on the boundaries 
of the neighborhood, there is a 
constant threat that land uses 
will be changed from residential 
to non-residential.” 

Also contributing heavily to 
stability of value are adequate 
schools, shopping facilities, 
churches, playgrounds, parks, 
community halls, libraries, hos- 
pitals and theaters, Albert re- 
ports.

Says Easement 
Is Way to Save 
Open Spaces 


A time-tested device—the ease- 
ment—provides one of the best 
means of preserving America’s 
rapidly disappearing open space 
against spoilage by urban sprawl, 
says William H. Whyte Jr., in a 
research bulletin written for the 
Urban Land Institute of Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

Whyte suggests that ‘‘conser- 
vation easements” be purchased 
by government bodies to retain 
open areas in order that cities 
and towns may be “beautiful as 
well as healthy, spacious as well 
as clean, and well balanced as 
well as carefully patrolled.” 

Reasonable Uses. 

An easement is an extension 
of the right of eminent domain. 
To conserve key portions of the 
countryside in an area, such as 
the heart of a stream valley, the 
public agency purchases from 
landowners their right to de- 
velop it into a subdivision or 
splatter it with billboards. The 
owner still retains the land for 
‘reasonable uses.” Well-tested 
legally, easements traditionally 
run with the land and must be 
accepted by future owners. 

The 72-page study titled, ‘‘Se- 
curing Open Space for Urban 
America; Conservation Ease- 
ments,” deals with various as- 
pects of the problem except land 
selection. ‘“‘There have already 
been a plethora of studies on 
open space needs,” Whyte 
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Corbitt

writes. ‘‘With monotonous régu- 
larity these studies time and 
again identify certain key areas. 
Let’s save our best land as soon 
as we can and then, at our lei- 
sure, rationalize with further 
studies how right we were to 
have done it.” 


Basic Problem. 

Whyte’s study shows that the 
basic problem is convincing the 
public and legislators that open 
space is of immediate public 
benefit. He states that past diffi- 
culties in dealing with urban 
sprawl come from mistaken 
ideas that we cannot afford 
open space between communi- 


ties because there is a shortage 
of land. Also that the way to 
create the feeling of openness is 
for zoning to require larger lots 
for each house. Consolidation of 
development rather than “‘scat- 
teration and leapfrogging’”’ of 
subdivisions is what is needed. 

Easements are less expensive 
than acquiring land outright, 
Whyte’s research shows. The 
usual practice is to pay the land- 
owner the difference between 
what his land would bring with- 
out the easement and with it. In 
every case, fair market value 
should determine the price, 
Whyte says.

“The 
parts walls, partitions, trusses 
and other large-sized units will 
be built in factories under con- 
trolled conditions and assembled 
as a house on the site. 


“The days of a builder and 
his crew laboriously putting to- 
gether, over a period of many 
weeks, the myriad pieces that 
have been going into a house 
are fast disapppearing. 


‘There also is an interesting 
and rapidly developing revolu- 
tion going on in the fabrication 
of these parts or components. 
They are being designed to do 
not just one job, such as provid- 
ing an exterior wall, but to do 
a lot of jobs. The wall units 
that will be going into the 
houses of the Sixties not only 
will provide an exterior wall 
but an interior wall. The same 
panel will provide insulation, 
sound and moisture barriers, 
and contrubute to the structural 
strength of the house.

Tactless Question: 


Have You Children? 


WHAT IS a socially unforgivable question? I can 
tell you at least one: ‘Have you any children?” 

“‘Have you any children?’ is a casual conversation 
piece that is wisely held in abeyance during a chat with 
a stranger,”’ writes Elisa- 
beth D. Dodds in a recent 
issue of “Presbyterian 
Life.” “If a woman has 
children, she cannot help 
talking about them, and 
she will bring up the sub- 
ject. If she doesn’t men- 
tion youngsters, it gener- 
ally is because she would 
rather not. When we gath- 
er at a coffee hour or 
after a church supper, it 
is always well to keep in 
mind how the conversa- 
tion may affect the child- 
less person in the group.”

The British woman reporter 
summed up her own impressions

counter.” 

Mrs. Kenney was impressed 
by the kindness and thoughtful- 
ness of the Holy Trinity parish- 
ioners: “At Christmas we were 
showered with huge tins of bis- 
cuits, candy and fruit cakes.” 


In a letter to his own parish- 
ioners, the Rev. Mr. Kenney de- 
scribes the English . rectory 
where he and his wife and their 
four children are living. It is 
in the hamlet of Blendworth of 
the “‘little village of Horndean, 
nine miles out in the country” 
from Portsmouth on the coast. 

“The rectory is a lovely 12- 
room, two-and-a-half-story house, 
with shed and garage, across 
from the parish church, with 
gates, wall, and a graveyard.

wearing mittens? It’s difficult to 
turn the pages.” 

Both the St. Louis minister and 
his wife say they find ‘English 
life a bit slower paced” than at 
home. , 

“There are some things I like 
very much, for instance, wed- 
dings,” the Rev. Mr. Kenney 
writes. “They are most casual 
about the wedding processional 
and balk at rehearsals. Last week 
at a country wedding, the father 
came down the aisle with his 
daughter on one arm ahd his 
hat in his other hand. Then I 
sped back to Horndean for a 
‘swish’ ceremony with striped 
pants and tall ascots (hats). 
They make less fuss over irrel- 
evant details. Also they sing, 
and have choirs at the wedding, 
and the parson and verger and 
choir meet the bride at the door. 


There is a place for a short 
sermon, and then while all sign 
the in the vestry (visit- 
ing room), the congregation sings 
a hymn and prays for the newly 
married.

for me one week when I almost

and a contractor wanted . 10 
pounds to dig the grave—usual 
cost, four or five pounds. Under- 
takers. are often builders, and 
some build the coffin, usually 
simple wooden boxes. 

“We meet the body at the 
church gate and it is carried in 
on the shoulders of professional 
pallbearers. A funeral costs 
about 35 or 40 pounds ($120), 
about one-sixth of what most 
St. Marcans pay St. Louis 
undertakers, Any resident is en- 
titled to be buried in the 
churchyard for a small fee, 
about $6, or $12'if from another 
area. Due to lack of space and 
the usual Other reasons, crema 
tions are more and more 
popular.” 

The Rev. Mr. Kenney praises 
the British custom of singing 
hymns at funerals, and adds, 
“We Americans are silly and 
sentimental not to sing our 
great hymns at funerals.” 

The Kenneys summarize their 
experiences, so far, in England: 

“The children are happy 
here.” (Three of the four Ken- 
ney children are in school). 
“The children love their little 
school and are teaching us how 
to count . . . I’m convinced 
England will change us long 
before the Kenneys will change 
the English.” 

Mrs. Kenney, writing to St. 
Mark parishioners: ‘Although 
we are very happy in England, 
we do need to hear from and 
about you all.”

Detense Against Infection By Dr. Joseph Molner 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 


I WOULD APPRECIATE 
some information about quinsy. 
I know it has something to do 
with glands. What are the symp- 
toms and is it curable? M.J.K.” 

Quinsy comes from the Greek 
word meaning ‘‘to choke.” It is, 
medically, an abcess that forms 
about the tonsils (and may in- 
volve the base of the tongue.) 
Swelling of the neck is enough 
to be visible. There is swelling 
inside the throat, too, making 
it difficult to swallow. 

You may say from this, 
“Oh, it’s a bad case of ton- 
sillitis.” No, quinsy is more 
severe in that free pus forms, 
although, as with acute ton- 
sillitis, glands in the upper 
part of the neck swell and are 
tender. A true attack of quinsy 
requires urgent treatment, the 
important early step being an 
incision to release the pus 
which has formed. Along with 
that, antibiotics are used to 
combat the infection. 

What are thé glands in the 
neck that swell? These are 
lymph nodes, often called the 
body’s “first line of defense 
against infection.” They are 
scattered throughout the body, 
in the neck, armpits, abdomen

and elsewhere. When an infec- 
tion begins its evil work, the 
blood stream carries harmful 
material to the lymph nodes and 
it is filtered out. 

At such times the lymph glands 
(or nodes) become enlarged and 
tender, which explains why the 
neck glands behave thus in an 
attack of quinsy (or tonsillitis). 

Usually, the swelling goes 
down, once the infection has been 
overcome, and the tenderness 
disappears. In some instances 
the glands may remain some- 
what enlarged, enough so they 
can easily be felt, although the 
tenderness is gone. This does not 


done about it. It’s just an after- 
math from the heavy duty under 
which the gland has been labor- 
ing. 

Of course, if the swelling in the 
gland is from some other cause, 
then it may mean that medical 
treatment is needed. But not 
when the swelling is merely a 
residue from a battle with ay in- 
fection. 

URGENT TO MRS. M.: A run- 
ning ear, especially when it has 
such an odor, is a warning that 
you should have medical atten- 
tion at once. That’s an infected 
ear! .

THE ENGLISH have always had‘a way with mystery plays 
and movies. “SAPPHIRE,” at the PAGEANT THEATER, is

The unrelenting and painstaking delving into her back- 
ground leads to false tangents, and many motives of hate and 
jealousy before the superintendent finally hits on the solution. 
Meanwhile, there is a candid examination of a cross-section 
of London’s Negro population that probably would not even 
be attempted by an American producer, From Sapphire’s 
dignified brother, the interrogation proceeds to a coolly arro- 
gant African prince, into Negro and Asiatic students’ social 
clubs, to jazz dives, cut-throat criminals, and one vicious 
demonstration of race hatred by some white “Teddy boys,” 
back-alley toughs. Director Basil Dearben has shot almost 
all of his exteriors and some interiors in actual locations, and 
the film carries the stamp of hard realism. Janet Green’s 
original screenplay is ingenious and fascinating.

Red Meat and Good Acting 


THERE is a lot of violent emotionalism and chewing of 
red dramatic meat in “HOME FROM THE HILL,” at LOEW’S 
STATE as a long hatred of a wife for her wealthy land-owning 
husband in a small East Texas town culminates in tragedy.

Hunnicutt also helps his 
illegitimate son (George Peppard) but refuses to acknowledge 
him. When the son gets a girl (Luana Patten) into trouble and 
backs out of marrying her, the illegitimate son comes to her 
rescue. Spiteful gossip leads to murder and wild revenge. 


It has been powerfully developed, full of local flavor by 
director Vincente Minnelli. To match the deep-rooted work 
of Mitchum as an unhappy, but tough and stubborn man, two 
film newcomers, George Peppard, a Stage actor, as the illegiti- 
mate son and George Hamilton as the son, give strong and 
meaningful performances. Their acting makes them immedi-

Living Brotherhood 


NOW THAT BROTHERHOOD WEEK IS OVER, we can 
settle down to living brotherhood naturally and I hope, with- 
out self-consciousness. There is no pose so graceless as com- 
placent brotherhood; it is patronizing, and for my part, I 
should prefer ostracism to patronage. 


It is good to state one’s principle, and it is necessary. 
The statement itself is a part of our obligation. But surely it 
can be made without smugness. That is something we must 
watch—all of us. 


Having stated our belief in brotherhood, what more can: 
we do? Organized efforts are valuable, and they too con- 
stitute an obligation. 


However, it seems te me that there is an area of 
living which can be a powerful influence. It is the 
simple day-by-day acceptance of all our fellows, the 
refusal to practice our own private form of segrega- 
tion, the vigilance with which we watch our conver- 
sation for the careless cliche or the silly generality 
that gives the lie to our professed brotherhood. It is 
the rooting out of all bigotry—and bigotry is not the 
exclusive preserve of the pious; there are surprising 
types in that inclosure. 


This daily living of brotherhood is something which each 
individual has to work at all the time, whether he be liberal 
or conservative, rich or poor, male or female, Protestant, 
Jew or Catholic, yellow, black or white. For prejudices are 
constantly cropping up in the oddest places, right inside our 
own political or social ghettos. 


But I know people who do work at it. I have a Gentile 
friend who never in her lite has permitted a slighting remark 
about the Jews to go unchallenged. No matter what the im- 
portance of the occasion she would interrupt to say, “You 
are talking about my friends, and I resent it.” 


Dr. O. Walter Wagner, who has done as much as any 
man for the cause of brotherhood in St. Louis, and who is the 
executive secretary of the Metropolitan Church Federation of 
Greater St. Louis, came forward to defend the acquisition of 
land by St. Louis University, when there was some contro- 
versy about it. And in the February issue of “Together” he 
has a telling editorial on *‘Brotherhood That Counts.” 


On the other hand, it was Cardinal Spellman who a few 
days ago spoke out in behalf of Protestant ministers accused 
of Communism, testifying to his personal knowledge of their 
patriotism. 


Because I often quote from Catholic and Jewish 
authors, and have made small contributions to Catho- 
lie or Jewish charities, the loyalty ¢* my Pro*testant- 
ism has been cailed into question, not by other 
Protestants so often as by unbelievers who were 
ignorant of the three traditions. I have tried to explain 
to them that it is because I am a Protestant that I 
recognize my debt both to Judaism and Catholicism.

THEY CALLED IT “‘Godfrey’s 
Folly” when the castle-like 
structure began rising in the un- 
inhabited Illinois prairie. Sunday 
picknickers gathered to watch 
and sometimes exchange skepti- 
cal predictions concerning Capt. 
Benjamin Godfrey’s dream, a 
school for girls where his own 
eight daughters might be edu- 
cated. 

Although he himself was 4& 
hard, seafaring man who hegan 
his career at the age of 9 and 
made three fortunes without the 
aid of higher learning, Godfrey 
felt keenly the need for educa- 
tion, especially for women. He 
made a statement which has 
been quoted often: ‘“‘To educate 
a man is to educate an individ- 
ual. To educate a woman is to 
educate a family.” 

Today, after 125 years, Monti- 
cello College is still educating 
women who in turn may educate 
families, and at the same time, 
educating the individual, not an 
easy task in this age of mass 
conformity and mass education. 

The comfortable old buildings 
on Highway 67 three miles north 
of Alton, are the scene today of 
an anniversary commemoration 
program, along with the inaug- 
uration of the college’s ninth 
president, Dr. G. Duncan Wim- 
press. Ten college presidents 
were among representatives of 
60 colleges, universities and edu- 
cational associations gathered to 
pay tribute to the old and look 
forward to the new, under 36- 
year-old Wimpress, one of the 
nation’s youngest college heads. 

Monticello’s plans for the fu- 
ture are not little ones. In fact, 
‘‘Make No Little Plans’ (“‘they 
have no magic to stir men’s 
souls,” goes the rest of the quo- 
tation) is the title of Wimpress’s 
address and the key to his 
philosophy on education. 

Today, when education is 
caught between two trends—to 
take only the top students into 
a limited program or to expand 
into bigness—Wimpress feels 
that the small college has a duty 
to remain small. 

“I’m frightened for the loss of 
identity of the individual in our 
whole society today,”’ he said. 
‘Little schools like this can help 
to preserve it. 

“The trend toward mass edu- 
cation is inevitable. We are 
going to have 75 per cent more 
students in 1970 than in 1960. 
This means that colleges and 
universities must expand. This 
will force public institutions to 
go to the system of a higher 
faculty-student ratio, more me- 
chanical aids such as closed 
television circuits. For many 
students this is fine; it is not 
bad, per se, but many others 
will never realize their potential 
under this system. They will de- 
velup only under the. cireful! 
personal nurturing that they re- 
ceive in a small college. We can 
serve them best by remaining 
small.” 

Wimpress, born in California 
and a World Wa: II veteran, 
was director of public relations 
and instructor in journalism at 
Whittier College in Whittier, 
Calif., then assistant to the 
president of Colorado School of 
Mines, Golden, Colo., before 
coming to Monticello in January 
1959. He has said he is “highly 
gratified with the quality of edu- 
cation offered at Monticello.” 

“We have a low faculty-stu- 
dent ratio here, about 1 to 8,” 
he says. “Over half our classes 
have 10 or less. This offers the 
opportunity — to lapse into aca- 
demese—to teach in the Platonic 
method, or seminar fashion, as 
Plato did. We attempt to avoid 
having students ‘lectured at.’” 

To .aany girl. graduatiag from 
high wthool today the big in- 
stitution, like a big city, is a 
frightening thing. Many girls at 
Monticello with whom we talked 
said that. they had considered 
larger schools but were at- 
tracted to this school’s more 
intimate size. 

“I started out at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois,” said Gay Green- 
lund of Belvedere, Ill., ‘“‘but it 
was too big for me.” Gay will 
finish her two-year course at 
Monticello and then probably go 
back to Illinois to work in her 
field of speech and eventually 
personnel work. 

“But I’m happy I got adjusted 
to college life here,’’ she said. 

Michael Ann Reedy of Kansas 
City, Mo., considered ‘‘M. U., 
Oklahoma U., almost all ports,” 
but decided on her sister's 
school, Monticello. A_ kinder- 
garten teacher, practicing now 
in the nearby Godfrey school,

she expects to go on to a larger 
university. 

Lynda Casteel of Rivermines, 
Mo., had planned to go to the 
University of Missouri until a 
family friend, a field representa- 
tive from Monticello, brought 
over some colored slides. 

“I came sight unseen but I’m 
not sorry,”” Lynda said. 

A journalism student who 
works on The Echo, the year- 
book, Lynda expects to continue 
at M. U.’s School of Journalism. 

Pretty, blond Kathleen Bush 
of Denver had a friend at Monti- 
cello and when she came to 
visit her in Alton, liked the 
school so well she enrolled. En- 
gaged to be married after grad- 
uation, she will spend her honey- 
moon in Hawaii attending the 
University of Hawaii and then 
she and her husband will return 
to the University of Arizona. 

Like most girls’ schools, Monti- 
cello is not a manless society 
entirely. Girls date boys from 
Southern Illinois University, St. 
Louis and Washington universi- 
ties, Parks College, Alton, and 
their home towns. 

Seniors are allowed three so- 
cial nights a week, juniors two. 
They may leave the campus any 
hour of the day until 8 o’clock 
at night. Special busses take 
them to Alton shopping centers 
and during Christmas to St. 
Louis. Seniors not long ago had 
their traditional annual ‘Senior 
Sneak,” a weekend in St. Louis 
at a big hotel. 

Juniors meanwhile worked on 
the ‘‘GWB,” the George Wash- 
ington Ball, for which students 
chose their ‘‘seven ideals,’’ and 
the seven national figures who 
exemplify their ideals. Among 
them, Mrs. Richard Nixon for 
dignity, Mrs. Dight D. Eisen- 
hower for loyalty, Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt for democracy, Mar- 
garet Chase Smith for friend- 
ship, Helen Keller for service, 
Claire Boothe Luce for wisdom, 
and Princess Grace of Monaco 
for beauty. 

An outsider’s snap judgment 
of Monticello is that its stu- 
dents already embody many 
of these ideals, particularly 
beauty and dignity. There is 


the usual amount of laughter 
and joking in dormitory halls, 
the standard bluejeans and 
shorts, the usual “smoker” 
room with informality and lit- 
ter, but in the Colonial draw- 
ing room with its portrait of 
Captain Godfrey over the man- 
tle, Monticello girls are ladies 
and the founding father would 

be proud of them. 

Godfrey, whose formal educa- 
tion had been limited, wrote 
with enthusiasm if not meticu- 
lous spelling on the ‘powerfull 
influence that Females have over 
society at large,’ and it was 
this, plus his eight daughters 
who needed an education, that 
prompted him to found Monti- 
cello. 

A merchant seaman in the war 
of 1812, Godfrey had captained 
his own ship, carried on, in his 
own words, ‘adventuresome 
trading operations’ and made 
a sizable fortune before he and 
his family came to Alton and 
purchased a 240-acre tract of 
land known as “‘Scaritt’s Prair- 
ie.” Godfrey continued to add 
land to the township now bear- 
ing his name. 

In December 1834, Godfrey met 
with the Rev. Theron Baldwin 
of the “Yale Band,” a group of 
Yale seminary students, and dis- 
cussed plans for erecting a fe- 
male academy. Soon ox teams 
were pulling the stones from a 
nearby Mississippi river lime- 
stone quarry and a four-story 
structure resembling Princeton’s 
Nassau Hall was going up, to 
the amazement of the natives. 
The finished product cost God- 
frey more than $150,000. 

Godfrey did other things than 
found Monticello. He built a 
toll-road for the stage coach, 
built a railroad, and introduced 
Alton to the industrial age. An 
ardent abolitionist, he befriended 
Elijah Lovejoy, first martyr for 
freedom of the press. But Mon- 
ticello remained one of his main 
interests. Before he died in 1862 
the school had been termed “‘the 
best institution of its kind west 
of the Alleghenies.”’ 


Early college yearbooks em-- 


phasize the contrast between 
schools of that day and today. 
Advantages included ‘‘the big 
city of St. Louis with a popula- 
tion of 7000 persons,”’ the ‘‘mu- 
nificence’’ of the candle lighted 
rooms and, later, the last-word 
touch of hot water pipes to re- 
place bowls and pitchers, the 
rising hour of 5:30 a.m., the re- 
quirement that all students work 
part of their way. 

Today Monticello students 
travel by jet rather than 20-mile- 
a-day coach, study elements of 
television, but the basic ele- 
ments remain the same. Even 
the buildings, built to replace 
the original structure which 
burned in 1888, have the substan- 
tial and dignified appearance of 
a 125-year-old institution.

has a stanch advocate of the 
American system of higher edu- 
cation.

“If we begin to 
stem the flood of students by 
taking only straight-A students 
or the top 1244 per cent as one 
university is doing, we lose 
many potential leaders. 

“If we solve this problem by 
becoming big, we succumb to 
a tempting situation. The col-

ancing a budget finds that by 
becoming large he can take in 
more income and operate on 
less cost per student.

Wimpress hopes that Monti- 
cello, under his direction, will 
continue its 125-year tradition as 
a two-year liberal arts college, 


educating not only the highest

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ranking student but the student 
who will benefit from its atmos- 
phere, educating the individual, 
and always remembering that 
the education of women is as 
important as Godfrey felt it to 
be. 

‘‘More than that,’ said Wim- 
press, ‘‘as one who came from 
an institution that was almost 
an all-male college, this has been 
a lot more fun.”’

NEW YORK, March 18. 

THIS CERTAINLY has not been a fortunate winter for 
me in keeping speaking engagements by air. 

I started Tuesday afternoon to fly to St. Louis to speak 
that evening at a dinner given by the Women’s Division of 
the Jewish Federation of St. Louis. Some premonition made 
me ask whether the weather was good in St. Louis, and I 
was told firmly that it was as good as we were enjoying in 
New York. So I started my flight with the virtuous feeling 
that I was doing my duty even if I did have to fly back the 
same night.

IT WOULD BE an exaggera- 
tion to say we enjoyed traveling 
through the snowbound Great 
Plains states during the last 
weeks of our journey back to St. 
Louis from the Southwest. Yet 
even with the wicked weather 
there have been compensations. 
In each city we were delighted 
at the number of persons who 
came to see the film and re- 
ported that they had followed 
our country adventures for many 
years. We were, moreover, sur- 
prised at the tremendous interest 
expressed in the whole Missouri 
hill country, as indicated by rec- 
ord audiences that turned out to 

e “An Ozark Anthology” de- 
spite near-blizzard conditions. 
The beauty of the area, its recre- 
ational possibilities and its po- 
tentiality for retirement seemed 
to be most important. 

In Kansas City, even with a 
snowy night the crowd estab- 
lished an l1l-year record. Among 
those who attended almost en 
masse were members of the 
Ozark Wilderness Waterways 
Club, some of whom we have 
met on the Current in seasons 
past. This hardy group outdoes 
even the frostbite sailors of the 
east, for its members float some 
Ozark stream almost every 
weekend throughout the winter. 

Their New Year's celebra- 

tion was held on the Current 
between Akers, up at the head- 
waters, and Round Spring; 
and they have had weekends 
with eight inches of snow on 
the gravel bars and others 
when the temperature dropped 
far below zero. Such hardi- 
hood and enthusiasm for the 
paddie considerably surpass 
ours. 

St. Louis was the last port of 
call before heading home to 
Possum Trot and again we were 
delighted by the audience that 
braved the storm. We called 
John Cary to make sure the last 
stretch of road was not alto- 
gether impassable, talked to Al 
Ryan near Pevely and arranged 
to leave Tiger at his farm a few 
more days until the drifts sub- 
side, and loaded the car to the 
roof for the final leg of a jour- 
ney that had taken us more than 
6000 miles into the south, south- 
west and Mexico. 

Except for some slush, High- 
way 21 was clear and the trip 
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took no longer than usual, except 
that we stopped to lay in a 
week’s supply of groceries to fill 


the depleted larder. When we 
came to our country lane, Ken 
Moyer’s jeep was parked just 
off the highway, indicating that 
the back roads were still impas- 
sible for an ordinary car. But a 
fair track led down the lane and 
we slid the quarter-mile to the 
gate without serious trouble. 
Here, to our amazement, we 
found that John had somehow 
managed to shovel a trail 
through the drifts all the way 
to the garage behind the house. 
And since he was expecting us, 
he was on hand with a warm 
welcome. 

Even under its snowdrifts, 
Possum Trot looked snug and 
cozy as though it was waiting 
our return. Old Ribbon and 
Daisy nickered from the barn- 
yard where they stay close in 
such weather.

Next was Sassafras, 
the beague pup; not quite sure 
it knew these strange, dressed- 
up people, but going into ecsta- 
sies when it finally made up its 
mind, Inside, the house was warm 
and shiny, for John had fired 
up the furnace and water heater 

Edith had very plainly done 
some-dusting. And on the kitchen 
table was a big. 
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More than once during our | 
years at Possum Trot there 
has been snow as deep as 
this. Never has there been 
one, however, which came so 
late and lasted so long. It 
spreads across the landscape 
like the icing on a giant cake 
and drifts against the fences 
and sides of buildings to a 
depth of six or more feet.

time. 


Always a first chore when we 
come home is to tackle the | 
mountain of mail and this time 
the first package which caught 
our eye was the garden seeds. 
Then we turn our attention to 
the two barrels; one with the 
more important first-class mail, 
the other with magazines, 
papers, books and the like. If 
we get the letters opened and | 
sorted during our first evening, 


we are lucky. Answering them 
will be a matter of many days 
or even weeks.
